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1 . The preliminary amendment filed Dec. 28, 2005 has been entered. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because terminology such as "Said" 
as in line 2 should not be used. A replacement sheet on a single sheet separate from 
other application material is requested. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The drawings are objected to because in Fig. 1 box elements 6-8 should be 
identified with appropriate legends. Likewise in Fig. 2 for box elements 15 and 20 and 
in Fig. 3 for box elements 30, 31 and 40. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
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be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either

6. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In line 4 because of lack of antecedent and for accuracy 

" sensors " should apparently be — signals — . 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 12 and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Babala US 2002/0178813, cited in the IDS. 

Note especially the abstract, Figs. 3-10, paragraphs 7, 9 and 32-35. Note the 
embodiment discussed in paragraphs 32-35 seems to indicate an additional comparison 
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which could be considered redundant. The signal comparison in each comparison 
appears to be considerable as analog or digital so the interpretation as one being 
analog and the other digital appears to be inherently covered. 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 13 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Babala in view of Schalk et al US 6,564,637, cited in the IDS. 

Babal does not appear to teach modulating the signal and further processing as in claim 
13. However Schalk et al especially in the abstract and col. 5, line 62- col. 6, line 43 
teaches the advantages of suing a similar such modulation in self testing and would 
thus have been obvious to have incorporated into a system similar to that of Babala in 
order to more expansively test the system. The frequency picked would have been a 
design expedient dependent upon system components and expected range of use. 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references show calibration and/or testing of angular 
rate systems. The non prior art references do also but do not claim a method of 
monitoring a rotation rate sensor having a vibration gyro as set forth in claim 12 where a 
redundant analog/digital converter is used as claimed in combination with other steps as 
claimed or have claims that anticipate such a claim or are obvious variations thereof. 
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12. Claims 14-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
